So0otleegers of San Bernar- 
dino County spent 7023 days— 
nearly 20 years—+in jail and 
paid $52,985 in fines during the 
year ending June 30, 1925. 

These figures were compiled 
hy Distriet Attorney George 
Hl. Johnson yesterday, show- | 
ing the suecess of operatives of | 
his staff and county officers in 
the offensive against the liquor | 
industry of the county. 
accused , 


There were’ 215 
bootleggers and moonshiners 
‘larrested during the year, not 


all of whom were eonvieted in 
the courts. Their total con- 
finement, however, while await- 
ine trial and serving sentences 
reached the total of 7023 days 


-days for the individual if 
one man had shouldered the 
entire responsibility and paid 
the penalty of violating the | 
liquor law. 

The fines, totaling $52,895, 
show a steady gain over the 
years that followed prohibi- 
tion and before counties, states 
and the federal forces began 


the concentrated assault on the 
liquor traffic. 

Nearly one bootlegger a day 
was the record of the officers 
during the year. The record 
does not show the number oly 
stills confiscated but the big | 
majority of liquor law viola 
tors were bootleggers, who ped 
die the liquor as ‘retailers.’ 
This class of law violators far 
outnumbers — the moonshiners 
and those arrested for! posses- | 
of liquor.

Knowledge a Constitutional 
Privilege

The preamble of the Constitution reads: 
‘‘We, the people of the United States, in or- 
der to form a more perfect Union, establish 
justice, domestie tranquility, provide 
for the common defence, promote the general 
welfare, and secure the blessings of liberty 
to ourselves and our posterity do ordain and 
establish this Constitution for the United 
States of America.’’

And it would be fair to say that 
in this great realm justice was established, 
although of recent years the machinery for 
maintaining it has become antiquated and 
overloaded so that now one of the most press- 
ing tasks before the country is the re-estab- 
lishment of a celerity and certainty of justice 
now badly lacking.

The majority of the records will be recognized as national marks only, 
since the international federation recognized only marks made in pools 75 feet long or more, and prescribes 
courses of not less than 50 meters for distances greater than 500 meters. Miss McGary set 14 marks; 
Miss Geraghty established all 11 breast stroke records, and Miss Bauer created all seven marks in the 
back stroke event.
